out the county. Several industrial plants closed down 
their night shifts while major shopping centers and 
other businesses called it quits as early as I p.m.

As one 17-year-old junior, Candy Lear of 
Churchville, put it: “everybody would just as soon 
stay here. We’re having a ball.”
